The Income 'L ax in England.

YR TAX PRODUCTIVE IN PROFORTION TO YHE
DIMIRUTION OF  RATR.

The folowing article from the London Tinvs
i inatrnciive and interesting -

A paper 1ald before the House of Commons
just berore the close of the se-sion, on thue
motion of Mr. Moffat!, coninues op to the Stb
ol April, 1866, the aunual atatlsies of the
imcome mx.  This is not the lenat interesting of
the parlinmentuary returns, though 1t must be
allowed that it often sugeests more Inquiries
than 1t answers, In the st place, 1t affocds us
gowe copeeption of the distribution of wealin
in the country. It appears 1hat the total
amount of incomwe charged with tax in the
vear endivg with April, 1886, was venrly one
hondred and ifteeu millions, Gf thig sam
pearly a quarter, or wmore than twenly-
seven mwillions, was furuished by incomes of
legs {lian L300 n year Moroover, since
a1l returng below £300 8 year pre subjeot to an
abatenient of L00 o pesessament, the real amoant
of such modest ineomes is gonsiderably larper
than these figures would yepresent, Al the
other end of the sonle 1 total sum of thirty-thres
militons I8 fornished by weomes ubove £10,000
a yeur, Butthe latler sum, aealp, cannot be
tuken ne representing the whole nmount of these
lurge incomes, aq the contributions to the reve:
nue by preat landholders or great lundholders
are to be {ourd In other sehedules than D and
E. Takivz, bowever, the divisions had down
in the weturn, the larpnst sum total, or eightoen
mitlions, s riturned by per-ond wha enjoy in-

comes ol petween L10,000 wnd  D00.000 0 year.

“1t we advancs by hundeade from £200 o year
up o L1600, we find that the number of persons
m ench eroup iud the amouot returnod by them
roprdly dignluish, vol from being ten wiillons

for the group between £300 und £300, it 18 only
ove millon 1or the group beltween L9000 swod
L1000, The smount continues at a million for
every estra hundred o year up to £2000. From
£2000 a year to L3000, vvery additional £100 o
furnishes only half n million, and the |l|mnur-
tionste return diminishes uotil we reach £6000
a year. It appenrs, in short, that the great re.
sourees of the mcome tax e in the small ins
comes nnder £500 a yepr snd in the large in-
comer nhove £6000. 11 we look only to the nums-
ber of persons who pay the tax, the smalier
¢lass age, of course, vastly the more important;
but the degree by which they prepondernte is,
perhaps, searcely realized, Out ol 347,110 thx-
payers, no lees than 222,786 ave tnxed on lucomes
of lees thun £200 a year, 318,180 on yacomes of
Tess than £300, while the lncomes below £1000 o
yoar lnclude 382,477, Schedule B, which in
cludes incomes received from publie oflices,
furnisbics a tnxable amount of twenty millions,
aod inclades 116,000 personsg. There is a stmilar
but more rapid diminution in the amounts con-
tributed by the higher grades of salary, and, of
course, there are none of those enormous in-
comes which we have unoticed in Lhe higher
ranks of Bchedule 1D,

“If has always been o remarkable feature in
this 1ax that it becomes more productive in pro-
portion to the dimmution ol its rate, This is
die to two causes, which it is o ficolt to disen-
tangle, In the first place there can be no doubt
that the returns of income become more aceu-
rate and more numerous s the burden of the
impost is lessened,  Consclence I8 notoriously
elastic on this point, sud it resumes ils patural
vigor lu proportion #s the pressure on it is
relieved.  But besond s doubt, ulso, the in-
crease in the return of the tax represents an
incrense in the general woll-being of the com-
munity, and this 19 especially the case o the
time over which the present return extends,

“The amount of income churged with tax
increased, in 1866, by more {ban nine millions,
and the number of persont who mude returns
increased bf 15,000, It Is remarkable {hat
there is an increase of no less than 26 in the
stnnll class of imcomes above £50,000, The
number increased Irom 107 to 138, or by about
n quarter, In proportion, this i8 by far the
largest inercase throughboot the list, It de
P BPE, Uy Cer iV, suud vud ODLY aimimu-
tion is in the number of incomes assesscd undor
£100 # vear, and there 18 o very smull increase
in the large class between £100 avd £200,"
